CHAPTER  I. 


A 


T  a  place  called  Salina,  in  the  centre,  and  about  the 
summit  level,  of  the  State  of  New  York,  there  is  situated 
a  very  copious  spring  of  salt  water,  which  is  retained  by 
the  government  of  that  State  in  its  own  hand,  for  the 
purpose  of  manufacturing  salt.  The  water  is  diffused 
over  a  district  of  several  miles  in  circumference,  and  the 
salt,  which  is  very  beautiful,  is  obtained  through  the 
means  of  evaporation  by  the  solar  heat,  and  is  trans- 
ported in  large  quantities,  as  an  object  of  revenue,  to  all 
parts  of  the  Union.  And  this  is  not  the  only  place  on 
the  globe  where  salt  water  is  found  in  inland  situations. 
In  the  vicinity  of  those  beautiful  springs  are  found  marine 
plants,  and  the  air  is  impregnated  with  the  refreshing 
odours  of  the  sea  beach.  Hence  we  perceive,  that  the 
Almighty  has  already  given  ocular  evidence  of  a  literal 
fulfilment  of  the  prophecies  in  his  Word.  The  site  of 
the  spring  in  New  York  is  on  a  gentle  declivity  ;  but 
does  any  reasonable  being  doubt,  that  He  may,  by  his 
power  alone,  throw  it  to  the  very  summits  of  the  highest 
mountains  in  its  immediate  neighbourhood  ?  Already  the 
water  could  be  led  in  rivers  to  the  summits  of  the  second- 
ary hills.  Does  the  Lord  Almighty  require  at  the  feeble 
hand  of  man,  the  power  of  princes,  potentates,  and  kings.

Genesis  i.      By  way  of  introduction,   it  deserves  notice, 
20,  21,     that  our  blessed  Saviour,  personally,  never  fed 
26,  28.     any  of  the  human  race  but  with  bread  and  fishes. 
Part  only  of  the  promises  in  these  verses  have 
been  granted  to  man.     Dominio7i,  or  rule,  as 
the  Jews  have  it,  over  the  fish  of  the  sea,  and 
many  other  blessings,  probably,  because  of  man's 
continued  disobedience,  have  been  withheld  by 
our  just  and  merciful  Creator.     But  His  mercy 
endureth  for  ever.     And  again  it  appears,  that 
He  will  feed  the  multitudes,  not  now  by  mira- 
culous, but  by  natural  means. 
ix.  2.  Fear  and  dread  of  man  was  imposed  upon  all 

that  moveth  upon  the  earth,  and  upon  all  the  fishes 
of  the  sea :  but  dominion  over  the  latter  has  not 
yet  been  given. 
Numbers  Moses  anticipating  that  dominion,  puts  the

astonishment,  and  reverence.  The  Lord  did 
not  say  to  Moses,  Thou  shalt  see  the  waters  of 
the  sea  in  rivers  upon  every  high  mountain^ 
abounding  in  fish ;  but  at  an  after  period,  the 
Lord  showed  to  his  servants  the  prophets  more 
clearly  the  mysteries  of  his  gracious  intentions 
towards  man  on  that  matter.

Travellers  say, 
that  at  present  there  are  no  trees  in  that  vici- 
nity, nor  fish  in  the  sea  ;  but,  in  that  day,  there 
are  to  be  trees  and  fish,  because  '  the  waters 
'  shall  be  healed,"*  and  not  only  the  waters  of 
the  Dead  Sea,  '  but  whither  the  river  cometh 
'  every  thing  shall  live ;  their  fish  shall  be  ac- 
'  cording  to  their  kinds,  as  the  fish  of  the  great 
'  sea,  exceeding  many  ;'  showing  the  great  pro- 
bability or  certainty  that  the  river  will  be  raised 
from  the  Mediterranean,  or  great  sea,  as  it  is 
termed  in  the  Sacred  Writings.  See  Appendix. 
Jeremiah  Destruction  is  to  come  from  the  north  toward 
iv.  6.  Zion;  and,  in  another  of  the  prophets,  it  is  said 
that  one  shall  be  raised  in  the  north  who  will 
make  mortar  of  princes.  This  one  may  be 
Elijah.  '  Verily,'  said  our  Lord,  '  Elijah  first 
'  cometh  to  restore  all  things-''  Why  from  the 
north .''  Because  it  may  be  hoped  that  the  Lord 
may  have  a  greater  number  of  faithful  witnesses 
there    than    amongst    the   abominations   and 
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wickedness  of  Popery  and  Mahometanism, 
Eastern  idolatry  and  African  ignorance.

CHAPTER  II. 

Sec.  1. — The  second  coming  of  the  prophet  Elijah  shall 
precede  the  first  heavens. 

As  there  is  much  diversity  of  opinion  among  professing 
Christians  in  regard  to  the  second  coming  of  Elias,  this 
section  will  assume  somewhat  of  an  argumentative  shape. 
Modern  authors  admit  that  the  Jews,  the  Papists,  and 
many  of  the  ancient  writers,  maintain  that  Elijah  is  yet 
to  come.  But  they,  the  moderns  say,  that  that  great 
,,    ,    .  prophet  has  already  come  the  second  time. 

^,  ,(j  ',  o        '  And  they,  his  disciples,  asked  him,  (the 
T.,'   "'    ■•'      '  Christ)  saying.   Why  say  the  scribes  that 
o   1  .^        '     '  Elias  must  first  come  ?   And  Jesus  answer- 
'    '  '  '  ed,  and  said  unto  them,  Elias  truly  shall 

*  first  come  and  restore  all  things.     But  I  say  unto  you, 
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'  that  Elias  is  come  already,  and  they  knew  him  not,  but 
'  have  done  unto  him  whatsoever  they  Hsted ;  likewise 
'  shall  also  the  Son  of  Man  suffer  of  them.  Then  the 
'  disciples  understood  that  he  spake  of  John  the  Baptist.' 
The  following  paraphrase  and  commentary  may  perhaps 
settle  this  dispute,  before  Elijah's  public  manifestation  ; 
for  it  is  believed  by  some,  that  that  prophet  is  already  on 
the  earth.  The  question  put  by  the  disciples,  showed  two 
things,  viz. — their  own  uncertainty,  and  the  opinion  of 
the  Scribes  on  the  subject.  Jesus' answer  was  in  accord- 
ance and  harmony  with  the  4th,  5th,  and  6th  verses  of 
the  fourth  chapter  of  Malachi,  and  in  which  opinion  the 
Scribes,  the  Jews,  the  Papists,  and  ancient  writers  concur : 
Ye  have  not  done  the  law  with  the  statutes  and  judg- 
ments given  to  Moses.  And  as  ye  appear  to  have  for- 
gotten them  entirely,  I  will  send  you  Elijah  to  restore 
all  things  to  your  notice,  that  again,  a  second  time,  I  will 
induce  you  to  set  a  good  example  before  your  children,  in 
order  that  they  may  give  you  deference,  obedience,  respect, 
and  esteem  ;  lest,  for  your  disobedience,  impenitence,  and 
wickedness,  '  I  come  and  smite  the  earth  with  a  curse  ; 
and,  behold  I  will  send  him  before  the  coming  of  the  great 
and  dreadful  day  of  the  Lord.'  Verily,  one  came  already 
in  the  same  power  and  spirit  as  Elias,  namely,  John  the 
Baptist,  whom  ye  killed,  likewise  also  shall  the  Son  of 
Man  be  killed  by  them,  as  it  was  written  of  John  and 
our  Lord ;  but  there  was  not  any  thing  written  of  Elias, 
previous  to  his  coming  the  first  time, — all  that  ye  knew 
of  him  when  he  did  come,  was,  that  he  was  of  the  inha- 
bitants of  Gilead,  1  Kings  xvii.  1.  Then,  but  not  till 
then,  the  disciples  were  thoroughly  convinced  that  our 
Lord  spake  unto  them,  not  of  Elias,  but  of  John  the  Bap- 
tist ;  and  then  the  subject  was  dropped.  And  our  Lord, 
knowing  that  his  disciples  understood  him  aright,  did  not 
then,  nor  at  any  future  period,  endeavour  to  remove  the 
impresions  which  he  had  left  on  their  minds. 

Regarding  the  persons  and  endowments  of  John  and 
Elias. — That  they  were  two  distinct  persons,  though  in 
the  same  power  and  spirit,  no  one  can  doubt.  John  re- 
stored nothing,  and  he  did  no  miracles,  but  Elijah  had 
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that  power,  '  and  he  was  a  man  subject  to  like  passions  as 
we  are.'  Why  (asked  Peter,  James,  and  John)  say  the 
Scribes  that  Ehas  must  first  come  I  Ehas,  (said  our  Lord) 
verily,  cometh  first,  and  restoreth  all  things,  Mark  ix. 
1 1 ,  12.  At  the  transfiguration,  Elias  was  seen  by  Peter, 
James,  and  John  ;  and  if  they  had  not  had  some  expecta- 
tion of  Elias  coming  again,  they  would  not,  immediately 
after  seeing  Elias,  have  questioned  our  Lord  regarding 
the  second  coming  of  the  prophet. 

In  regard  to  the  times  of  the  appearance,  and  the  ob- 
ject of  the  several  missions  of  Elijah  and  John. — Nothing 
having  been  previously  written  of  Elias,  he  first  appeared 
in  the  days  of  Ahab.  John's  first  and  only  appearance 
as  predicted,  was  immediately  before  our  Lord's  public 
manifestation  of  himself,  and  there  is  no  promise  of  him 
being  sent  a  second  time.  John  was  the  messenger  of 
glad  tidings, — a  joyful  day  to  the  Avhole  creation.  But 
Elias  is  to  be  sent  a  second  time,  and  that  before  the 
'  dreadful  day  of  the  Lord ;  lest  I  come  and  smite  the 
earth  with  a  curse  for  the  iniquity  of  its  inhabitants.'  In 
addition  to  these  considerations,  take  John's  own  account 
of  himself,  John  i.  19 — 23.  And  it  is  particularly 
worthy  of  the  notice  of  those  persons  who  call  in  question 
the  second  coming  of  Ehas,  that  the  prophet  Malachi 
writes  of  the  mission  of  John  the  Baptist,  chap.  iii.  1  ; 
and  then  in  the  very  next  chapter  of  his  book,  of  the 
second  mission  of  Elijah  ; — stating  their  relative  times  and 
objects. 

That  Herod,  the  Scribes,  and  the  people,  should  have 
entertained  the  opinion,  that  Christ  was  John  the  Baptist, 
or  Ehas,  was  not  in  the  least  surprising ;  because  all  of  ■ 
them  had  very  imperfect  and  inadequate  opinions  of  each 
of  the  three.  There  are  still  Herods  and  Scribes  in  the 
land,  in  our  day. 

After  the  lapse  of  eighteen  hundred  years,  although  our 
Lord  came  to  confirm  the  law  and  the  prophets,  man  has 
made  no  progress  in  moral  science,  in  other  words,  in  their 
obedience  to  the  ten  commandments,  statutes,  and  judg- 
ments, delivered  to  Moses  in  Horeb ;  and  still  less  have 
they   made   any   progress   in   the   pure,    practical,    and 
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spiritual  precepts  of  our  Saviour.  For  which  reasons,  and 
from  many  signs  also,  now  is  the  time  that  pious  and 
just  men  look  for  the  second  coming  of  Elias,  '  Lest  the 
Lord  come  and  smite  the  earth  with  a  curse."*  Is  there 
any,  the  most  distant  hope  of  men  being  fitted  to  be  in- 
habitants of  Zion,  as  described  in  the  fifteenth  Psalm, 
without  the  aid  of  such  a  divine  messenger  as  Elias  ? 
No.  Therefore  his  coming  will  necessarily  precede  the 
first  or  new  heavens  and  new  earth,  wherein  dwelleth 
righteousness.  And  by  him,  it  is  probable,  that  '  the 
*  Lord  will  shake  the  heavens,  the  earth,  and  the  sea."" 


Sec.  2. — The  neic  or  first  heavens  and  the  neio  earth, — 
the  first  resurrection, — the  Neio  Jerusalem, — and  our 
Lord''s  Kingdom^  co ■millennial. 

In  the  Old  Testament  times,  the  kingdom  of  God  was 
talked  of  prospectively  :  and  in  every  mention  of  it  in  the 
Apostolic  age,  it  is  uniformly  said  to  be  nigh^  to  be  at 
hand:  and  in  a  spiritual  sense,  is  come  unto  you,  and  is 
within  you.  Such  persons  as  have  been  enlightened  by 
the  Holy  Ghost,  know  and  have  the  happy  experience  in 
a  spiritual  sense,  though  incommunicable,  that  the  kingdom 
of  God  is  indeed  within  them ;  and  that  Chrisfs  reign  imll 
he  for  ever  and  ever.  But  we  were  taught  and  commanded 
by  our  Lord  himself  to  pray.  Thy  kingdom  come  ;  be- 
cause his  kingdom  was  not  then,  more  than  it  is  now, 
established  or  instituted  on  earth ;  2  Peter  iii.  8.  The 
dreadful  and  eftectual  means  by  which  Almighty  power 
will  separate  his  chosen  people  from  the  wicked,  immedi- 
ately previous  to  the  thousand  years,  during  which  Satan 
or  sin  is  to  be  bound  or  restrained,  may  be  seen  in  Kev. 
viii.  8 — 11  ;  and  Zechariah  xiv.  12.  Rejoice,  ye  heavens, 
and  ye  that  dwell  in  them,  the  new  or  first  heavens,  his 
chosen  people,  the  third — the  wheat ;  Rev.  xii.  12.  But 
woe  to  the  two-thirds,  the  chaft' ;  '  For  the  devil  is  come 
down  unto  you,  having  great  wrath,  because  he  knoweth 
that  he  hath  but  a  short  time,  Zechariah  xiii.  8,  9. 
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Isaiah  ix.     The  Prince  of  Peace  shall  sit  on  the  throne 
H,  7.  of  David,  and  his  government  will  increase  even 

for  ever, 
xiii.  1 — 6.     It  is  at  hand. 

Ixv.  17 —     As  there  never  vi-as  heavens  on  the  earth, 
^5.  these  to  us  will  literally  be  new.  And  the  earth, 

from  its  vast  improvement  foretold  on  its  sur- 
face, will  also  be  new.     Man,  one  hundred  years 
old,  shall  be  innocent  as  a  child ;  if  wicked,  shall 
he  accursed.

i.  9.;  Isaiah  xiii.  5.;  Matthew  v.  18. ;  xxiv.  31. 
35. ;  Mark  xiii.  27-  But  the  expressions  in 
2  Peter  iii.  1 8,  New  heavens  and  a  new  earth., 
icherein  dwelleth  righteousness,  are  alone  all-suf- 
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ficient  evidence ;  for  certainly  the  earth  will  be

They  may  be  interpreted  perhaps  to  mean,  that 
the  saints  in  the  kingdom  of  God  will  make 
manifest  or  illustrate  the  great  mystery  of  the 
redemption  through  his  blood  and  atonement, 
xxiii.  40,  '  Lord,  remember  me  when  thou  comest  to 
43.  '  thy  kingdom,'  said  a  malefactor,  perhaps  one 

of  the  most  ignorant  of  mankind.  From  which 
it  may  be  inferred,  that  the  expectation  of  the 
kingdom  was  generally  prevalent  in  that  day. 
'  And  Jesus  said  unto  him.  Verily,  I  say  unto 
'  thee.  To-day  shalt  thou  be  with  me  in  para- 
'  dise,"*  in  my  Father  s  kingdom,  which  is  in 
the  third  heavens,  far  more  excellent  than  my 
kingdom  ;  showing  the  efficacy  of  sincere 
repentance  even  in  a  malefactor  on  the  fatal 
tree.

All  these  holy  prophets,  who  have  written 
on  those  all-important  changes,  deserve  in  an 
especial  manner,  the  most  intense  attention  of 
the  reader.  They  are  not  quoted  fully  here, 
because  time  and  space  would  fail  to  enlarge 
adequately,  on  the  width  and  the  breadth  of  the 
unsearchable  counsels  and  wisdom  of  Divine 
grace,  mercy,  and  truth. 

Prospectively. 

The  earth  and  the  kingdom  of  heaven,  (the 
new  heavens  on  the  earth,)  our  Lord  places  as 
the  joint  inheritance  of  the  meek,  and  of  those 
who  are  persecuted  for  righteousness'  sake, 
'  Verily,  I  say  unto  you,  until  heaven  and  earth 
'  pass,  (for  they  are  to  pass,)  one  jot  or  one 
'  tittle  shall  in  nowise  pass  from  the  law,  till  all 
'  be  fulfilled.' 

vi.  10,  From  this  lesson,  it  is  clear  that  our  Lord 

33.  acknowledo;es  that  God's  kinodom  had  not  then 

come,  but  was  to  come ;  and  it  is  also  evident 
that,  when  the  Lord's  will  is  done  on  earth, 
that  it  will  be  heaven  on  earth,  and  that  will 
make  also  a  new  earth  in  a  spiritual  sense,  as 
well  as  in  a  physical  sense  ;  and  for  these,  Peter 
in  his  second  epistle  says,  '  we  look.'  '  Seek 
'  ye  first  the  kingdom  of  God  ;  and  meat,  drink, 
'  and  clothing  shall  be  added  unto  you,'  in  that 
kingdom.

'  preached  in  all  the  world,  for  a  witness  unto

the  end  of  Satan  and  Antichrist's  reign.  This 
gospel  having  been  now  generally  preached  in 
all  the  world,'  the  end  is  at  hand. 
xxvi.  29-  '  My  Father's  kingdom'  does  not  appear  to 
refer  to  that  kingdom  that  is  to  be  established 
on  the  throne  of  David.  These  mysterious  ex- 
pressions may  probably  be  unveiled  to  ra^n  in 
the  first  or  second  heavens.

10.  In  their  holy  and  heavenly  progression,

to  be  translated  to  a  more  heavenly  habitation, 
namely,  the  holy  city. 

Rev.  xxi-  '  The  first  heaven  and  the  first  earth, — the 
earth  on  which  we  now  are,  were  passed  away^ 
and  on  a  new  heaven  (the  second  heavens  and 
a  new  earth,)  on  which  there  was  no  sea,  '  I, 
John,  saw  the  holy  city ;  and  I  saw  no  temple 
therein :  for  the  Lord  God  Almighty  and  the 
Lamb  are  the  temple  of  it.  And  the  city  had 
no  need  of  the  sun,  neither  of  the  moon  to  shine 
in  it ;  for  the  glory  of  God  did  lighten  it,  and 
the  Lamb  is  the  light  thereof.'  From  the  height, 
lengili,  and  breadth,  the  splendour  and  site  of 
the  holy  city,  none  can  imagine  that  it  will  be 
on  our  small  globe-  The  relative  time  of  its  ap- 
pearance is  unveiled  to  us,  but  of  its  precise 
time  and  location,  we  know  nothing.

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CHAPTER  IV. 

Sec  1. — The  Physical,  Mechanical,  and  Practical  Means 
of  giving  a  New  Surface  to  the  Earth,  and  of  raising 
the  Ensign  of  the  Kingdom. 

It  is  not  meant  to  be  asserted  that  the  following  simple 
and  mechanical  inventions  are  those  to  be  applied  by  man, 
as  the  instrument  in  the  hand  of  the  Creator,  for  giving 
a  literal  fulfilment  to  some  of  the  literal  prophecies  in  the 
Scriptures :  all  that  we  propose  to  show  is,  the  practi- 
cability of  those  means;  leaving  it  to  the  world  to  consider, 
whether  or  not  it  is  a  fair  and  reasonable  inference,  if 
these  effects  are  realised,  by  those  or  by  other  means,  that 
the  kingdom  of  God,  or  Messiah's  reim,  is  at  hand. 
We  are  quite  aware,  that  even  more  simple  means  than 
these  to  be  described,  were  used  by  the  Almighty,  in  the 
hands  of  men,  subject  unto  like  passions  as  we  are,  for  ef- 
fecting the  greatest  benefits  to  the  world ;  and  that,  after 
all,  they  then  continued,  and  do  still  continue,  to  doubt 
and  to  cavil.  The  question  to  be  answered,  after  these 
things  shall  be  done,  is,  Whether  prophecy  has  been 
literally  accomplished  or  not  ?  waiting  on  God  for  the 
issue. 

The  first  apparatus  shows  how,  from  the  agency  of 
fresh  water  alone,  the  waters  of  the  sea  may  be  raised,  in 
rivers  or  canals,  upon  every  high  mountain.,  and  upon  eoery 
high  hill,  Isaiah  xxx.  25. 

Suppose  that  a  series  of  inclined  planes,  fitted  with 
necessary  wheels  in  the  ordinary  method,  should  be  formed 
from  the  summit  levels  of  any  continent  of  land  to  the 
sea  ;  and  at  the  extremities  of  each  plane  there  should  be 
two  reservoirs,  one  for  fresh  and  another  for  salt  water ; 
and  that  at  each  extremity  a  horizontal  cylinder,  a  few 
feet  in  diameter,  should  be  placed.  If  two  tubes,  one  on 
each  side  of  the  cylinders,  open  at  both  ends,  are  fixed 
one  for  the  descent  of  fresh  and  the  other  for  the  ascent 
of  salt  water ;  and  if  these  tubes  are  fitted  with  an  end- 
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less  chain  and  pistons,  somewhat  similar  to  a  common 
chain  pump,  with  this  difference,  that  the  descending  pis- 
tons must  have  a  cavity  on  the  upper  sides,  larger  than 
those  which  by  their  revolution  they  will  present  on  the 
upper  sides  in  their  ascent.  The  chain  at  each  extre- 
mity, coming  in  contact  with  the  waters  at  their  extre- 
mities, will  fill  and  empty  the  tubes  of  fresh  and  salt 
water  alternately ;  a  larger  quantity  of  fresh  being 
exchanged  for  a  lesser  quantity  of  salt. 

The  second  apparatus  shows  how  a  vessel,  entirely 
under  the  surface  of  the  sea,  may  be  propelled  by  the 
agency  of  the  waters,  and  atmospheric  air  alone. 

Suppose  that  a  vessel,  with  all  its  appendages,  equal 
to,  or  a  little  less,  in  its  specific  gravity  than  salt  water, 
fish-shaped,  should  be  embraced  externally  by  a  circular 
tube,  having  two  ventiges,  one  at  the  surface  of  the  water, 
and  the  other  at  the  keel,  below  the  vessel,  and  that  this 
tube  shall  be  fitted  with  an  endless  chain  and  pistons. 
•As  it  is  an  acknowledged  law  in  hydrostatics,  that  water 
presses  equally  on  all  sides,  it  is  clear  that,  by  its  upward 
pressure,  if  these  pistons  or  float  boards  are  so  constructed 
as  to  expand  in  ascending,  and  to  contract  in  their  sur- 
face by  folding  in  descending,  that  perpetual  motion  with 
power  would  be  gained,  adequate  to  move  machinery  in 
the  inside  of  the  vessel,  and  that  that  machiner}^  could 
be  made  to  inhale  and  throw  air  through  tubes  sufficient 
to  ventilate  and  propel  the  vessel  with  very  great  force. 
It  is  due  to  the  ingenuity  of  Mr  Alexander  Weston, 
carpenter  in  Grahamston,  near  Falkirk,  to  acknowledge, 
that  propulsion  b}^  air  is  a  successful  invention  by  him, 
and,  in  so  far  as  we  know,  is  quite  original.  It  has  been 
tested  by  him  \vith  a  common  boat  on  the  surface  of  the 
water,  which  we  saw  and  examined. 

On  the  supposition  that  this  projected  propelling  power 
will  operate  efficiently,  there  can  be  no  doubt  of  the  pos- 
sibility of  erecting  on  the  top  of  the  vessel,  on  fin-shaped 
pillars,  a  chamber  to  skim  above  the  surface  of  the  water. 
And  this  may  be  the  highway,  the  way  of  hohness,  in 
which,  though  fools,  the  elect  shall  not  err  nor  stumble. 
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Moreover,  when  there  shall  be,  in  accordance  with 
prophecy,  an  abundance  of  '  water  u[>on  every  high  moun- 
tain, and  upon  every  high  hill/  it  is  'onjectured  that,  on 
the  principle  of  the  hydrostatical  paradox,  as  demon- 
strated by  the  author  in  his  public  lectures,  almost,  if 
not  altogether,  unlimited  physical  power  on  land  will  be 
accessible  to  man.  But  an  experiment  on  the  water 
engine,  proposed  and  exhibited  at  those  lectures,  never 
having  been  made,  he  postpones  entering  on  this  branch 
of  the  subject ;  and  for  a  similar  reason  he  only  suggests 
at  present  the  great  probability  that,  by  an  application  of 
the  principle  alluded  to,  vessels  may  be  propelled  at  a  very 
great  depth  below  the  surface  of  the  ocean,  and  with 
power  proportional  to  their  depth. 

Sec  2. — 8ome  of  the  Applications,  Benefits,  and  Results, 
which  are  anticipated  from  a  successful  operation  of  the 
Apparatus  in  the  preceding  section. 

1.    OP    POWER   ON    LAND. 

The  first  apparatus  may  be  used  and  modified  in 
various  ways.  By  adding  teeth  to  the  cylinders,  or  only 
to  the  chain,  or  to  both,  it  might  be  converted  into  a 
flexible  water-wheel  of  great  power,  capable  of  driving  a 
plurality  of  machines  within  its  range,  so  as  to  supersede 
entirely  the  use  of  steam  as  a  power. 

Again,  suppose  that  the  apparatus  should  be  divested 
entirely  of  the  tubes,  and  that  chains  only,  with  water 
carriages  or  buckets  attached  thereto  at  regular  intervals, 
and  the  cylinders  only  fitted  with  teeth  :  by  such  an 
arrangement,  two  operations  simultaneously,  or  one  only 
at  pleasure,  might  be  performed.  The  cylinders  could 
propel  shafts  and  pinions,  and  at  sametime  raise  water 
in  buckets,  on  wheels  moving  on  railways-  These  buckets 
being  made  to  fill  and  empty  themselves  of  fresh  and  salt 
water  alternately  into  their  respective  reservoirs,  carriages 
with  goods  or  passengers  might  be  partially  substituted 
in  the  place  of  some  of  the  water  carriages ;  thus  pre- 
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senting  an  easy  and  sufficiently  expeditious  mode  of  tra- 
velling and  transporting  goods  all  over  the  country. 

By  the  same  arrangement,  the  tenacious  and  friable 
soils,  the  valleys  and  the  mountains,  could  be  made  to 
exchange  places,  literalh''  forming  a  new  surface,  or  a 
new  earth  ;  all  the  heavy  operations  of  husbandry  per- 
formed, and  horse  power  superseded,  and  their  food,  of 
course,  saved.  Salt  as  manure,  and  salt  water,  pure  or 
mixed,  in  abundance,  for  super  and  sub-irrigation,  and 
power  for  raising  it  in  clouds,  for  bedewing  the  vegetable 
creation  when  necessary — (see  the  Author's  America) — 
power  sufficient  to  propel  circular  gardens  on  wheels,  so  as 
to  keep  time  with  the  motion  of  the  sun,  that  the  finest 
fruits  should,  during  his  time  above  the  horizon,  enjoy 
the  full  influence  of  his  rays  direct ;  fish  of  all  kinds  in 
abundance  at  every  man's  door ;  in  a  word,  all  the  plenty 
on  earth,  and  abundance  of  the  sea,  prophesied  to  be  the 
lot  of  God's  chosen  people  in  Messiah's  kingdom.  The 
earth  at  present  is  an  unpeopled  wilderness,  full  of  ra- 
venous beasts.  Then  will  the  first  command,  '  Be  fruitful, 
'  and  multiply,  and  replenish  the  earth,  and  subdue  it,' 
have  a  literal  fulfilment,  and  then  also,  man  shall  have 
the  promised  '  dominion  over  the  fish  of  the  sea.' 

2.    OF  POWER  ON  SEA, 

By  the  second  apparatus,  ease,  safety,  and  expedition, 
will  be  obtained  in  visiting  every  country,  and  thereby 
all  the  natural  products  of  the  rarest  kinds  will  be  at  the 
command  of  God's  people.  Being  free  from  the  action 
of  winds  and  waves,  a  submarine  vessel  will  be  enabled 
to  keep  a  steady  and  undeviating  course  ;  hence,  literally, 
there  will  he  a  way  in  the  sea,  and  a  path  in  (not  on)  the 
mighty  waters,  as  predicted ;  and  assuredly  it  will  then 
be  in  the  power  of  man  to  slay  leviathan,  and  all  the 
ravenous  beasts  in  the  sea,  that  devour  his  food.  And  if 
our  conjectures  prove  correct,  we  shall  be  enabled  to  ex- 
plore the  wonders  of  the  deep,  hitherto  inaccessible,  and 
perhaps  be  enabled  to  avail  ourselves  of  new  and  un- 
th ought  of  treasures. 
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From  these,  and  other  considerations,  human  beings 
will  go  on  from  'perfection  unto  perfection  in  useful  know- 
ledge, how  much  more  in  spiritual  knowledge,  from  the 
first  to  the  second  heavens,  until  we  shall  be  fitted  for 
paradise,  in  the  third  heavens.     Amen.

APPENDIX. 


The  following  Extracts  from  A  New  System  of  Astro- 
nomy, hy  L.  Cohen ;  published  by  J.  Letts,  32  Cornhill, 
London,  1S25,  are  here  given,  because  of  their  remark- 
able coincidence  with  the  physical  branch  of  this  work, 
and  because  the  ingenious  author  was  of  the  Hebrews, 
the  chosen  people  of  God. 

In  part  V.  after  giving  extracts  from  the  works  of 
many  respectable  travellers,  descriptive  of  the  winds  called 
sirocco^  harmattan,  and  samiel^  Mr  Cohen  gives  very  satis- 
factory evidence  that,  the  present  state  of  the  Vale  of 
Siddim,  the  Lake  Asphaltites,  or  the  Dead  Sea,  is  the 
permanent  consequence  of  the  awful  visitation  and  curse 
of  the  Almighty  on  the  cities  of  Sodom  and  Gomorrah, 
that  were  situated  in  that  vale :  And  that  the  effects 
produced  by  those  winds  all  round  the  compass  of  our 
earth,  are  remembrancers  of  the  just  vengeance  of  the 
Almighty,  with  which  those  wicked  cities  were  visited. 
It  is  conjectured  that,  even  in  Britain,  the  noxious 
east  wind,  originates  from  the  deadly  vapours  of  the  lake 
Asphaltites ;  places  more  remote  suffering  less  from  its 
virulence  than  those  that  are  nearer. 

At  present  there  are  no  fish  in  the  Dead  Sea  ;  but  its 
vjaters  are  to  be  healed ;  Ezek.  xlvii.  8 — 12.  L.  Cohen 
says,  p.  137,  "  As  these  circumstances  and  surmises  ad- 
mit of  being  ascertained,  and  if  such  as  is  here  supposed 
proves  to  be  the  true  cause,  nature,  in  its  simplicity, 
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points  out  the  preventative  ;  which  is,  to  throw  a  constant 
supply  of  water  into  the  river  Jordan,  answerable  to  the 
evaporation  which  takes  place,  whereby  this  noxious 
matter  may  be  constantly  kept  in  a  harmless  state." 
After  hazarding  some  conjectures  in  regard  to  the  method 
of  doing  this,  he  adds,  "  An  undertaking  which  would  be 
of  such  universal  concern  is  practicable  ;  (the  expense, 
which  would  unquestionably  be  immense,  nmst  in  this 
case  be  entirely  out  of  the  question,  as  the  undertaking, 
doubtless,  would  be  supported  by  the  different  nations 
immediately  concerned."")  He  then,  p.  148,  quotes 
Isaiah  li.  3.  to  show  that  the  Vale  of  Siddim  is  not  to 
continue  in  its  desolate  state  for  ever;  and  adds,  "  It  ap- 
pears, then,  mankind  are  the  agents  by  which  God's  pro- 
mises are  to  be  accomplished,  therefore,  by  their  associat- 
ing for  the  means  of  obtaining  this  promised  blessing, 
they  will  be  acceptable  in  the  sight  of  the  Creator,  render 
themselves  truly  benevolent,  and  be  entitled  to  the  gra- 
titude of  following  generations." 
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
